Editors Daily News: 

GENTLEMEN: I am passing a day in 
this thriving centre. The people of 
Henderson are esterprising ina high 
degree, They are building their place 
very rapidly after the disasters that have 
so recently occurred to them. An in- 
tercourse of a few hours has shown me 
that the people of this place have the 
determination and the ability so secure 
for Henderson s prominence which will 
rank her among the first towns in the 
State of North Carolina. They have 
the fortune to have in their midst a 
Laud Agency which is fast promoting 
the best interests of this district. The 
firm ot Parham & McCallum deserve 
and are receiving the approbation of 
citizens and strangers. The are bring 
ing into this localty aclass of emigrants 
that must advance any section in which 
they happen to locate, and they are lay- 
ing the foundation of » business which 
will ultimately advance this population 
ina financial as well as agricultural 
point of view.

LEGIsLATIVE.—The Senate yesterday 


was engaged all day in the considera- 
tion of the Constitutional amendments. 
Messrs. Cunningham, Todd and Worth, 
each, dclivered speeches favoring the 
amendments in whole, and Mr. Respess 
in part. By reference to our proceed- 
ings the vote and the passage of the first 
six amendments can be seen. 

In the House, the bill to repeal the 
general incorporation act, and the bill 
to give each soldier disabled in the late 
war $50, were the topics of interest. 
Both, after a lengthy debate, were re- 
committed to the Judiciary Committee, 
from whence they were reported. For 
the details ofjthe proceedings the reader 
is referred to the reportorial columns.

Remarks of Mr. Cunningham, of 
Person, in the Senate on the bill 
for the Establishment of the 
County of Gilliam. 

Mr. PREs IDENT :—I desire to offer as 
briefly as possible, my reasons for op- 
posing the bill before us, reasons which 
I cannot but hope will have some influ- 
ence on others. 

The creation and organization of new 
counties are attended with heavy cxpen- 
ses; new county buildings are to be 
erected, the township system re-ar- 
ranged in the old counties concerned, 
and formed entire in the new, and ud- 
ditional oflices created and provided 
for. 

These are heavy burdens, at all times, 
to those concerned, Lut to a people 
impoverished and discouraged as ours 
are just now, they are almost intolera- 
ble. This work of forming new counties 
is also attended with more or less con- 
fusion, and if there ever was atime ina 
people’s history when it was Important 
to prevent new complications in their 
municipal system, we are in that crisis. 
Our reconstruction policy attempted 
a total revolution in the habits of a 
state of old civilization and pewers of 
sclf government, and with this utter 
wiping out of long cstablished usages 
aud the inauguration of systems entirely 
novel, comes the necessity of reviving 
our ruined credit, of re-invigorating all 
the formative influences of society. 

We are in a transition state—we are 
passing from one form of civilization to 
another, and at the same time trying to 
rise, also, from the prostration caused by 
the results of recent history. 

Our condition is chaotic at best —we 
don’t yet understand what sort of body 
politic we are, and most of us are dread- 
fully bothered to get the run of its 
machinery, and to learn what it is we 
each have to do to carry it on, Why, 
sir, the very names are a puzzle to the 
passing generation ; we ail have to learn 
to speak anew language, and our mus 
nicipal lite must necessarily be attended 
with distraction and discomfort till 
years of effort have drilled us into some 
degree of proficiency in our present and 
novel tactics. 

Along with this revolution has al- 
ready come a large number of new 
counties; our list now runs close to a 
hundred, and on it are so many names to 
which our ears have been unused that 
the culling of the catalogue is no long- 
er an casy matter to our most experi- 
enced officials, while all of our mars 
are out of date, and the geographies 
can’t pretend to keep pace with the 
changes in our political divisions. 

But, Mr. President, if the wants of 
those concerned demanded this new 
county, I would be ready to vote for the 
measure, even at such a time, and when 
there is scarcely a citizen except the 
Secretary of State, who can tell how 
many counties we have and where and 
how they lie, but at any time, and un- 
der any circumstances, I wonld be hard- 
ly able to see a valid reason for cutting 
slices out of the compact, harmonious 
and comparatively small counties et 
Warren, Granville and Franklin. 

Why disturb divisions under which 
the people of those counties have pros- 
pered and been happy? Tbose three 
counties have Leen in many respects the 
most desirable section of North Carolina, 
The citizens of each have ever been 
distinguished for county piide and 
public spirit. they have all been within 
comparatively easy reach of their county 
seats, these county seats are nearly cen- 
tral, are centres of educational and 
moral influences, noted for hospitality 
and healthfulnsss, and adorned with ex. 
cellent public buildings, 

The historic associations of each are 
honorable, and without disparagi: @ the 
other two, allow me to say that I ever 
wish to think of Warrenas identified 
wish the iilustrious namesof Macon and 
Edwards, and I may add, also, otf Somer- 
ville.

At 114 o’clock the President an- 
nounced the arrival cf the special order, 
which was the cousideration of the 
Constitutonal Amené ments. 

Mr. Cunningham at some lergth ad- 
vocated the necessity and importance of 
passing the Amendments proposed, 
refering to each of the proposed aitera- 
tions. 

[NorE—Having already reported at 
some length, the discussion on this bill, 
the reporter only briefly refers to the 
argument and position taken by Messrs. 
Cunningham, Worth and Todd. As he 
believes their publication in full is 
necessary for the information of the 
people, proposes at an early day to lay 
these speeches before our readers. | 

Mr. Respess said there cannot be much 
said for or against these amendments, 
in what he proposed to say. There was 
embodied in this bill many alterations 
that the people desired, and for those he 
expected to vote for; others that the 
people did not want, he would vote 
against. ‘They were now proposed ina 
legal form and he would support them 
as above. He referred to those he was 
in faver of and also those he opposed, 
among the latter was the bill changing 
the Judiciary system. He was opposed 
to courts and especially lawyers, using 
the Biblical quotation which says— 
“Woe unto you Scribes and Pharisees, 
that bring burdens on the people,” &c., 
&c.” Here he was interrupted by Mr. 
Grandy, who reminded the Senator 
that another passage said—‘t Woe unto 
you, oh! Scribes and Pharisees that 
talk loud in the Synugogues,” &e. 

In conclusion he said, he had prom- 
ised the people on the stump to act an 
vote as he intended to do. | 

Mr. Todd next addressed tie Senate 
in favor of the passage of the bill. He 
was foran open and fair discussion, and 
to give the opposition time for conside- 
ration,as his endeavor to secure the con- 
sideration of the bill after recess showed. 
Mr. Todd proceeded at some length to 
review the various objections charged 
by the opposition, answering each in 
turn. Concluding with remarks on the 
importance of the a‘toption of the 
Amendment. 

Mr. Worth said, after hearing Mr. 
Respess, he felt like it was the shouting 
time at a camp-meeting. Having la- 
bored to convince the Republicans that 
this was no party measure, but for the 
general good of the whole State, and 
now to see the Senator from Beaufort 
coming to the support of the amends 
ments, he really felt like shouting. The 
proposed amendments were the policy 
of the Republican party last session. 
The Committee appointed to prepare 
them were composed of cqual numbers 
of both parties, and there was nota 
dissenting voice in the Committee. But 
since the caucus has been in session, 
and the wail of the Repulican organ, 
the Hra, kas been heard, there is every 
manner of objection raised, except by 
the Senator from Beautort, who had the

veen effectively applied to other mem- 
bers.

the vote recurred on the 1st amendment 
offered, which was to strike out the 
section in relation to the public debt.

The second amendment, which pro 
vides for the abolition of the office of 
Superintendent of Public Works passed 
by 33 ayes to 8 nays. Harris, colored 
changing his vote to the negative. 
The third amendment, which strikes 
from the Constitution the provision 
providing for the Code Commission 
passed by 383 yeas to6 nays. Eppes 
not voting, and Harriss voting for the 
amend ment. 
The fourth amendment, which allows 
tax exemptions to be applicable to any 
species of property to the amount named 
passed-by 33 yeas to 7 nays. Eppes 
voting for the amendment. 
The fifth amendment in relation to 
the State University, which takes the 
charge of the University from the 
Board of Education and transfer 1t to 
the General Assembly, tailed by 30 yeas 
to 10 nays. Mr. Morehead, of Guilford, 
who had changed hig vote from the af- 
firmative to the negative before the vote 
was announced, moved a reconsidera- 
tion, and on motion, the vote on the 
reconsideration postponed until 104 
o’clock to-morrow. 
Messrs. Eppes, Harris, Long and 
Morehead, of Guilford, voting in the 
negative, was ine change. 
The sixth amendment in relation to 
Public Schools and Public Instruction 
failed by the same vote as above, with 
the exception, that Mr. Troy changed 
his vote to the negative, and afterwards 
moved a reconsideration, the considera- 
tion of which motion was postponed 
till to-morrow at 104 o'clock. 
On motion of Mr. ‘t'roy, the considera- 
ation of the special order was postponed 
till tomorrow, and the Senate ad- 
journed,

The bill to establish a new county by 
the name of Bragy out of portions oi 
Haywood and Madison counties was 
taken up and, on motion of Mr. Sneed, 
indefinitely postponed. 

Special Order. 


The bill repealing the General incor 
poration act of 1871-72 and re-enacting 
chapter 26 of the Revised Code, being 
the special order, was taken up, 

Mr. Houston moved to indefinitely 
postpone. He thought the law had not 
yet had a fair trial. He did not thins 
it fair to those corporations who had 
paid their incorporation fee. 

Mr. Jones, of Caldwell, had failed to 
hear any good reason why the law 
should remain on the statute books. He 
thought the fee of $25 taxed in the act 
was entirely wrong. He argucd at 
length in favor of the repeal. 

Dudley, col., thought the law as it 
stood discriminated against the poor 
man. He favored the passage ot the 
bill. 

Mr. Blythe concurred with Mr, Jones, 
of Caldwell. 

Mr. Gudger hoped the motion to in- 
definitely postpone would prevail. He 
thought this general incorporation act 
was astep inthe right directicn. Ithad 
the tendency to prevent the time of the 
General Assembly being consumed by 
passing the-e bills incorporating petty 
corporations, nine out of ten of which 
never go into operation. 

Mr. McNeil agreed with Mr. Guidger, 
and entered into an argument to show 
the utility and wisdom of the law as it 
stood. 

Mr. Bennett offered an amendment 
that the Treasurer shall return the 
money to parties who have already 
paid fees uader this act. 

Mr. Jones, of Catd well, again oceupied 
the floor in advocacy of the bill. 

Mr. McNeili said that ifonly a part 
of the law was deicctive and did not 
work well, he could not see why the 
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part and retain that part which is 
acknowledged to be good? Hecould 
not agree to the policy of this sweeping 
act of repeal. 

Mr. Bennett was opposed to the 45th 
section of the original act which requires 
the pre-payment of a tax of $25. He 
thought it contravened the spirit of the 
constitution, &e. 

Mr. Houston would readily agree that 
the people hada right to have their 
greivances addressed without price, 
hindcrance, &., but the tax upon cor- 
porations provided for in thislaw was 
placed on a franchise, the obtaining of 
which would only inure to the benefit 
of a few in a special neighborhood, &e. 

Mr. Bowman was in favor of the 
repeal. The law had been scrutinized 
by able lawyers, and its provisions 
found to be contradictory, &c. 

Mr. Johnston would favor the post- 
ponement. He did not think it a 
hardship upon these corporations 
to pay $25 tor being cerporated 
and exercising certain franchises which 
operated towards their own personal 
benefit. He would readily join gentle: 
men in curing any defects in the exist- 
ing law which experience might point 
out. 

Mr. Moss would vote for indefinite 
postponement. If the object was to 
keep private legislation out of the Gen- 
eral Assembly as much as possible, why 
not increase the tax here ;and cheapen 
it materially in the Courts ? 

Mr. Bryan, of Alleghany, argued at 
length in opposition to the motion to 
indefinitely postpone. 

The mvtion to indefinitely postpone 
was put toa vote and rejected by a vote 
of yeas 35 nays 67. 

Mr. Bennett withdrew his amendment 
on this reading of the bill and 
would offer it on the third reading. 
_ The bill then pagssed its second read~ 
ing. 

Mr. Bowman moyed to suspend the 
rules and put the bill on its third read- 
ing. Adopted. 

After a lengthy debate the bill was, 
on motion of Mr, Moring, referred to 
the Judiciary Committee. 

On motioa of Mr. McGehee, the Sen- 
ate bill to incorporate the Midland 
North Carolina Railroad Company was 
taken up. 

Mr. Jones, of Caldwell, moved to 
print and make special order for 11 a. 
m. Monday. 

At the instance of Mr. Moss the mo- 
tion was divided. 

The question first recurred upon the 
motion to print, which was adopted. 
The motion to make special order for 
Monday was put to 1 vote and adopted. 
On motion of Mr. Wheeler, the bill for 
the relief of disabled soldiers was taken 
up. [The resolution gives $50 to sels 
diers who lost limbs in the late war.] 
Mr. Moring moved to amend by say- 
ing “and all who are permanently dis- 
abled.” 

Mr. Bowman moved to postpone until 
W cdnesday next. | 

Mr. Badger moved to amend by 
limiting the appropriation in the biil 
to $7,500. 

Mr. Houston moved to recommit to 
the Judiciary Committee. Carried. 

Adjourned.

Senator Grandy’s cry of revolution, 
war, bioodshed, simply because it is 
proposed to alter the Constitution of the 
State, is all clap-trap. There is no 
reason or sense in the assertion. It is 
mere bruium fulmen—empty thuoder, 
without a particle of lightning in it. 

We are surprised to hear a man who 
has any claims to intcliigence and good 
sense, making such ridiculous declara- 
tions upon the floor of the Senate of 
North Carolina, 

The reason, if reason it can be called, 
that Mr. Grandy gives for declaring 
that a change in the State Constitution 
will inevitably lead to civil war in 
North Carolina, is because he thinks the 
mode of submitting the Amendments 
separately is unconstitutional. That is 
& question purely tor the Courts to de- 
cide, and is not to be settled by an ap- 
pealtoarms. ‘The idea of a resort to 
force by any party because the Legisla 
ture may be violating the law in not 
submitting the amendments seriatim, is 
too ridiculous and puerile to admit of 
serious comment. 

If Mr. Grandy wants to get up a rey- 
olution on that account. we think he 
will not be able to recruit a corporal’s 
guard to assist him in the work of yvio- 
lence and bloodshed. 

But we cannot belicve the Senator 
from Pasquotank is serious in his ap- 
prehensions. We cannot believe he 
really thinks there 1s the slighest danger 
of a revolution of violence in this 
State, for the reason assigned by him: 
It is a bugaboo of that Senator’s own 


creative mind, intended to frighten the 
timid and to drive off the weak-kneed 
in his own party from voting for sever 
al of the Amendments which even the 
Republicans themselves profess to favor.

The Amnesty Act. 
Colonel Allen, Senator from Duplin, 
has recently introduced a bill in the 
Legislature to be entitled, “ An act for 
Amnesty end Pardon,” which, if passed 
by the Geveral Assembly, would do 
much to insugurate an era of good feel- 
ing to which our people, we are sorry 
to say, have long beea strangers. The 
bill is eminently proper, and should be 
passed by the Legislature. It is not 
partisan, it does not seek to offer pardon 
to any one set of men, in fact, it Is not 
looked upon in the light of extending 
clemency to criminals, but it is intended 
as the harbinger of peace and concord, 
it is the entering wedge, if we may so 
express it, of a season of fraternal feel- 
ing between our people. Ka-Klux, 
Loyal Leaguers, and all cthers who 
have belonged to secret organizations 
are included in the provisions of the 
bill. 


Repulicans raise ahueand cry against 
this bill, but they should rise superior 
to party prejudices,-politics should not 
enter into the consideration of this ques- 
tion. Already, too much suffering has 
been endured by an unfortunate class of 
our Citizens; they have suffered, only 
God knows how much, their cup of 
sorrow has been tuli to overflowing and 
their cases must surely command the 
sympathy of the good of all classes, 
whatever may be their politics.

Mobninc THe Mormons.—The free 
and easy teachings of the Mormon 
church are nut apparently relished by 
the simple inhabitants of Ontario. Even 
the charms of polygamy fail to move 
the cold hearts of the Huron county 
men, or to stay their hands from the 
persecution of Joseph Smith’s “sairts” 
engaced in the quiectand peaceful pro- 
mulgation of their degrading and per- 
nicious belief. In the township of 
Usborne matters went so far that a vig- 
ilance committee was formed and the 
“Latter-day Saints” were wanted to 
leave the sectlement quietly and save 
trouble ; but they did not heed the gen- 
tle persuasion, and persisted in contin- 
uing their “work of grace” despite the 


admonitions of the committee, who, up 
to this time, had used ne violence 
toward one ot the sect. The mem- 


bers of the vigilance committee 
became exasperated ut the conduct of 
the tribe, and determined to get rid of 
the impustors, as they termed them, at 
all hezards. Accordingly, about two 
weeks ago, the chosen few, who had 
been deputed by the residents of the 
neighborhood to clear them out, come 
what may, alterward assembled and pro 
ceeded en masse to the place where the 
“saints” were holding forth. The latter, 
however, were made acquainted with 
the intentions of their opponents, and 
had the doors of the temple securely 
barred :gainst intruders. The vigilants, 
jin consequence failed to secure adinis 
mission, and could not carry out their 
intentions, With a determination not 
to be foiled in their undertaking, they 
again asseinbled on Thursday evening, 
the 9th of January, and notwithstand- 
ing the inclemency of the weather, 
patiently awaited the return of the pil- 
grins frum their house of worship, 


and seizing upon them, had them 
bound sccurely, assisted them into 
a sleigh which was readiness 


to receive the saints, and then drove 
off to a thickly-wooded forest, a few 
miles distant, where a plentiful supply 
of tar and feathers had been previously 
prepared. On theroad tothe bush the 
captives made night hideous with their 
cries and entreaties ‘lor mercy at the 
hands of their captors, but the vigilants 
turned a deaf ear to their supplications. 
and were about to present them 
with a coat of tar, wnen acouncil of 
war was suggested, and at which it 
was agreed to cease hostilities, provi- 
ded an assurance was given that they 
would cease theiir infidel teachings and 
leave for Nauvoo, or some other place 
with as littie delay as possible. This 
guarantee the ‘saints’ concluded to 
give, assuring the persecutors (as they 
called the committee) that they would 
not in the future annoy the inhabitants 
of the district.

Owing to several incorrect reports of the 
late fire at our Works, and in answer to 
numerous inquiries from our friends, we 
take this occasion to inform you that our 
business will not be seriously impaired on 
account of it, and that we shall continue to 
fill orders as promptly as heretofore. Be- 
low we append extract from the New York 
“World,” of Jan, 27th, as containing the 
most correct account : 


* About ten o’clock last ewening a fire 
broke out in Charles Pratt’s Astral Oil 
Works, toot of North Twelfth street, Brook- 
lyn, E. D. Dense volumes of smoke soon 
fullowed, and the fire continued to spread 
until six of the large stills were in one mass 
of flames. Steps were at once taken to pre- 
vent its spread to the main buildings, con- 
taining a very large amount of property. 
In this they were more successful. The 
stills are located on the east end of the 
works, and are isolated from the store- 
houses and factory. The losses are as fol- 
lows: There were fourteen stills in all, six 
of which were on fire. There were four 
stills of 275 barrels capacity, and two of 500 
barrels capacity. These were all destroyed, 
involving a loss of $20,000. on oli esti- 
mated at $5,000. Loss on buildings about 
$2,000. The buildings about the stills were 
all new and were not quite finished. There 
are 300 men employed in the factory, but 
the fire will not interfere with them much. 
This was believed to be the finest oil fac- 
tory in the country, and occupies a space 
one block in width, from North Twelfth to 
North Thirteenth street,and from First 
street to the East River, a distance equal to 
three blocks.”’ 

We may add that two of the 500 bbi. stills 
are now found to be but slightly damaged.

From the Wilmington Journal, Feb. 5. 
Zebuion B. Vance. 

This distinguished and favorite son 
olf North Carolina will address the citi- 
zens of Wilmington at the Opere 
ifouse, this eveving, under the auspices 
of the Wilmington Library Association 
and the Young Men’s Christian Associa. 
tion. 

No man inthe State is more widely 
known or better loved by the people o! 
every degree and condition in lite, than 
i: Zebulon B. Vance. Born and reared 
in the West, the people of the sand 
hills of the East are devoted to lim as 
strongly as are his own sturdy moun- 
taineers. 

Everybody knows who Governor 
Vance is, but it may not be amiss this 
morning to recall some of the incidents 
of the public lite of a man who, before 
he mas thirty five years old, had attain- 
cd a greater Gegree ot personal popu- 
larity than any man that ever lived in 
the State, has enjoyed. 

Governor VWanee, even now, has 
scarcely reached the prime of life, being 
barely forty-three years of age. He 

vas born in Buncombe county, in the 
year 1880. Our first acquaintance with 
him was made in the year 1801, when 
ic was a student of law at the Univer- 
sity. Shortly after his return home ln 
that year, and shortly after obtainicg 
license to practice law, he was celec- 
ted Solicitor leur his county. But Vaace 
was a politician by nature, and the 
charms. of the law, with all the honors 
and emoluments, did not possess power 
chough to zrule with undivided sway 
over him. It was only in the political 
arena that he could find “room and 
verge” for the development of his reai 
nature. Accordingly, in 1854. he be- 
came a candidate for the House oi 
Commons, as it was then cailed, and 
was elected by his tellow-citizens as the 
itcpresentative of hisnative county. 
seryed only one term in the Legisiature. 
In 1855, we think, he was associated 
with John D. Hyman in the editorial 
conduct of the leading paper of the 
Whig party in that section of the State, 
then called, if we mistake not, the 
Asheville Spactator.

While 2 candidate for re-election in 
i8Gi, the ordinance of secession was 
passed vy the Convention on the 20th 
of May. Preparations for war were 
already on foot, and Vance was no lag 
gard in war. He responded, and at 
onee, to the very firsteall to arms. He 
ha@ not favored the secession movement, 
but he was a tree North Carolinian, 
and ready to obey the dehests of his 
State at all hazards—at the hazard even 
of his life. Before the end of May, in- 
deed on the very day on which the or. 
dinance of secession was passed, he was 
Captain Vance, and had his com- 
pany in Camp at Raleigh. His com- 
pany was one of those that formed’ the 
Fourteenth Regiment, first commanded 
by that gallant soldier, Colonel Junius 
Daniel. Captain Vance served with his 
regiment in Virginia until late in the 
Fall or early Winter, when he was elect- 
ed Colonel of the Twenty-Sixth Regis 
ment, In command of which he fought 
aut the battle of Newbern and in the 
fights around Richmond. In August, 
1862, be was elected Governor, and 
having resigned his Coloneney was in- 
augurated in the Fall of that year, under 
& special ordinance of the Convention, 
fixing the date of the beginning of his 
term of office. In 1864, he was re-elected 
Goyernor of the State. His vigorous, 
earnest efforts for the successful - prose- 
cution of the wor are matters of com- 
mon history, 

In April, 1865. he left Raleigh with 
General Joe Jubnston’s army, went to 
Greensboro’, and from there to Char- 
lotte, where he joined President Davis. 
Irom Charlotte he went to Statesville, 
in Iredell county, to which place he 
had previousiv removed his tamily for 
safety andrefuge. There he remained 
until sometime in May, 1865, when he 
was arresied and carried to Washing: 
ton City, and jimprisoned in the Old 
Capito!, where he was conlined for sev- 
eralmonths, It was while thebe that 
be gave one of his cliaracteristie replies 
to the question asked, we believe, by 
old Tom Corwin, of Ohio, “What ars 
you doing here, Vance?” He said, “at 
the beginning of the war Holden said 
he would get in the last ditch, and vote 
the last man and the last dollar to whip 
the Yankees. I went his security, and 
as he won't pay, they have taken me 
with a ca. sa. and here I am.” Mrs. 
Vance having failen very ill, Governor 
liolden, at the solicitation of Governor 
Vance’s friends, and in. tardy recogni- 
tion of the pretection extended to him 
when the raid was made by;Confederate 
troops on his printing office in Raleigh, 
wrote to President Johnson in his be- 
half, and he was finally released. 

Towards the close of the year Gov- 
ernor Vance removed to Charlotte and 
resumed the practice of the law. Per- 
haps one of the most important cases in 
which he has been engaged was the 
celebrated wiil ease of the late James C. 
Johnston, tried in Edenton, in the year 
1867, an account of which was publish- 
ed in the Journal at the time. 

Of course, during the war of recon- 
struction, as it may well be termed, it 
was impossible for Zebulon B. Vance to 
bean idlespectator, Although a banned 
man, he has, we belicve, taken an active 
part in cvery stage of the struggle ; ever 
maintuining and upholding the rights 
of the people of North Carolina. In 
every section of the State has his voice 
been heard, exhorting the people to 
courage, and to patience, and to hope, 
and that, too, doubtless, at a ereat sac- 
rifice of his private interests. 

Finally, in 1870, when honest men 
once more controlied the Legislature, 
ii was thought the tine had come when 
an adequate reward could be given to 
euch long and faithful service in field, 
in camp and in council chamber. Ac. 
cordingly, on November 29th, 1870, he 
was elected by the Legisiature to be 
United States Senator, to succeed Gen- 
erat Abbott. The Federa! Senate, after 
delusive hopes held out by its members, 
refused to remove his disabilities, and 
on the 2nd of January, 1872, his resig- 
nation was sent in to the Senate of 
North Carolina. Thereupon General 
Mathew W. Ransom was elected in his 
place, and was enabled, by personal ap- 
peals to Senatois, to secure the passage 
of a bill removing his disabilities. Du 
ring the campaign that followed, Gov- 
ernor Vance took an active and distin- 
cuished part, canvassing both the Eas— 
tern and the Western portions of the 
State. Everywhere he went he was re- 
ecived with most cordial and entbusi- 
astic welcome. The people of Wil- 
mington well remember the regret and 
disappointment they felt when they 
learned thata heavy fall of rain at 
Whiteville, in Columbus county had 
compelled a postponement of its speech 
there to an hour that would prevent his 
speaking here, 

The recollection of the recent Senato- 
rial contest in which Governor Vance 
was defeated, is fresh in the memory of 
usal!. Everybody knows that Gov- 
ernor Vance was the reguiar nomince of 
che Conservative Party, and that he 
was defeated by the refusal of certain 
genticmen to be bound by the action of 


the party caucus. Everybody re- 
ercts that division and dissensions 


should have occurred in our ranks, and 
we all sympathize with him in his de- 
feat. We have honestly and earnestly 
sought to heal those divisions and dis- 
schsions in the way that common sense 
seemed to us to dictate as the quickest 
and surest and best; but we cannot 
withhold from Zebulon B. Vance, the 
mneed of praise due to one who has been, 
in peace and in war, true to party, true 
to honor and true to North Carolina.

of manutacturers of tobacco throughout 
the country. I have ad jressed the Chair 
man of your Committee to-day, asking 
a hearing tor this office, andthe manu- 
factures of the country before the 
Senate is called to consider it. We 
estimate that the Revenue would be 
reduced three million dollars per 
annum by the proposed bill.
